S. engineers 
here, the mayor asserted he would 
not condone any flood 'control pro- 
tection plans which did not provide 
for co-ordination with a water front 
boulevard and park. 


A model section of the proposed 


$6,000,000 flood wall has been erect- 
ed by the U. S. engineers to give 
Fittsburghers a birds eye view of how 
a flood wall would appear. Its chief 
disadvantages appear to be its lack 
of architectural beauty, interference 
with traffic and traffic facilities' and 
waterfront

its 


tendency to make a sort of "peniten- 
tiary" of the business section. Its 
chief advantage according to the 
engineers, is the protection it would 
afford the city in the event of an- 
other flood.

One of the most secretive of all 


operations is the search for treasure 
lost at sea—authentic treasure.. But 
from, Amsterdam comes the report 
that a dredger, in the service of 
Lloyd's, the world-famous insurance 
underwriters of London, has brought 
up gold coin from the hulk of the 
British frigate Lutine, which was 
lost at the entrance ol the Zuyder 
Zee in 1799, while en route from 
London to Hamburg with $10,000,- 
000 in gold sent to Germany to save 
the credit of British merchants dur- 
ing a financial crisis. 


Long ago- the ship's bell of the Lu- 


tine was fished out of the deep and 
it is preserved as a relic in Lloyd's 
today, rung whenever a vessel is re- 
ported safe after having- been writ- 
ten down as lost. 


Coincidentally, there comes a re- 


port 
that 
Merida, which sank in 1911 off the 
coast of Virginia, has, at last, been 
located. The Merida carried a for- 
tune of $5,000,000 In gold bullion 
and the collection of Jewels which 
had belonged to the ill-fated Emper- 
or Maximilian and the 
Empress 


Carlotta.. 


According to Reuters, divers have 


explored the wreck and salvaging 
operation are to begin from the 
Italian salvage ship Falco. So the 
world again hears of the Merida—a 
story as romantic as anything that 
has happened this century. 
The 


Meridft, an American ship, was sunk 
in 1911 in a collision but the story 
goes back to 1863—back to the un- 
fortunate Hapsburg, Archduke Fer- 
dinand Joseph Maximilian, brother 
of Austrian Emperor Francis Jos- 
eph, who, in that year, with the help 
of Napoleon m of France, was pro- 
claimed Emperor Maximilian 
of 


Mexico. 


When the French deserted him in 


1866, 
poor Maximilian, was court- 


martialled by order of the rebel 
leader, Benito Juarez, and shot in a 
barrack square. His priceless col- 
lection of Hapsburg jewels, looted 
from the temple of Rama in Burma, 
In the sixteenth century, and said 
to have been cursed by their cus- 
tooUan, the Priest of Rama, was 
seized and placed in the Mexican 
treasury, 


The tragedy of her husband's fate 


unhinged the mind of his wife, the 
Empress Carlotta and' she lived on 
to be a very old woman, cursed by 
the terror of those days In Mexico. 


Then, in 1816, there arose in Mex- 


ico another ruler—Jose de la Cruz 
Porfirio Diaz. He quelled a revolt 
in Mexico City and was elected pres- 


ident. He held the office for eight 
terms. In April, 1911, when Diaz 
was 30, the tide turned again, A 
popular revolution produced a new 
leader Francisco Madero, but Diaz 
had sensed what was to come. He 
collected the state bullion and the 
Emperor's Jewels, charted the crack 
nineteen-knot twin-screw liner Mer- 
ida, and sent if off to New York. 


At midnight on May 11, 1911, the 


Merida, with 360 passengers aboardr 
and its cargo of 21 tons of bar- silver, 
kegs of gold coins, jewelry, copper 
and lead from Mexican mines jmd, 
above all, an Emperor's crown Jew- 
els, 
as lurching 
through heavy 


seas. 


Eight bells clanged through the 


snip. The watch officer rubbed his 
hands, shivered. 
At that moment 


there was a rending crash which 
pitched him to the deck and brought 
passengers running up from their 
cabins. 
The admiral Farragut of 


the American Mail Steamship Line, 
had rammed the Merida amidsnip, 
sheering a hole in her side. 


The passengers safely off the ship, 


the captain and the chief officer 
tried to save the treasure, but the 
purser, who alone knew the strong- 
room combination, was in one of the 
lifeboats. Taking to the last boat, 
the captain and his first officer 
watched the Merida go down into 
200 feet of water. All were saved 
but the treasure has been there 
these 27 years, 


Some of these days as the rest- 


less ingenuity 
of man 
developes 


now-undreamed-of mechanical won- 
ders, the bottom o£ the sea—of all 
seven, seas—will be the greatest 
treasure-hunting 
ground mankind 


ever knew. It Is estimated that, in 
fairly well-known regions, at least 
50 billion dollars worth of treasure 
reposes on the sea floor. 


Only a trivial amount of the gold 


borne by the great Armada of Phil- 
ippe of Spain, defeated by Drake 
and Hawkins, and the remnants dis- 
persed by storms and hurled on the 
northern 
coast of Scotland 
and 


along Scottish isles, has ever been 
found. 
The Spanish Maine is believed to 


be paved with the gold which went 
down with the great Spanish treas- 
ure galleons bound homeward from 
Peru and Mexico and Panama, and 
destroyed by hurricane or by pirates. 
And that other lair of buccaneers, 
the Indian Ocean, is yet another 
treasure store, long locked by the 
ag-es. Perhaps Simon Lake may yet 
perfect a submarine treasure-hunt- 
ing ship' to recover the lost fold and 
Jewels whose pursuits has battled 
adventurers for centuries.
